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OBJECTIVES  AND  METHODS 


The  U.S.  Army  Environmental  Center  (AEC)  tasked  the  Mandatory  Center  of  Expertise  for  the 
Curation  and  Management  of  Archaeological  Collections  (MCX)  with  the  job  of  assisting  Army 
installation  personnel  in  complying  with  the  requirements  of  the  Native  American  Graves 
Protection  and  Repatriation  Act  (P.L.  101-601,  NAGPRA).  The  MCX  was  asked  to  locate  and 
assess  archaeological  collections  derived  from  Army-owned  lands,  to  identify  the  federally 
recognized  Native  American  tribes  most  likely  culturally  affiliated  with  the  collections,  to  draft 
Section  6  Summary  letters  for  each  installation,  and  to  conduct  physical  inventories  of  any 
collections  that  contain  human  skeletal  remains.  This  report  conveys  the  results  of  the 
collections  research  completed  to  assist  Aberdeen  Proving  Ground  in  complying  with  the  Section 
6  Summary  requirements  of  NAGPRA. 

The  MCX  used  a  two-stage  process  to  identify,  locate,  and  assess  the  contents  of 
archaeological  collections  from  the  installation.  First,  archival  research  was  performed  to  review 
all  archaeological  site  records  and  reports  for  the  installation.  Second,  telephone  interviews  were 
conducted  with  personnel  at  installations,  universities,  museums,  and  archaeological  contractors 
that  were  identified  during  the  archival  research  as  possible  repositories  of  Army  collections. 

The  MCX  did  not  physically  verify  the  existence  of  collections  and,  as  such,  the  information 
contained  in  this  report  is  based  on  background  record  reviews  and  information  obtained  via 
telephone  interviews  with  the  aforementioned  installation  personnel  and  institution  professionals. 

Archival  research  for  Aberdeen  Proving  Ground  began  with  a  search  of  the  National 
Archeological  Data  Base  (NADB)  for  references  pertaining  to  the  installation.  This  was 
followed  by  a  thorough  examination  of  all  archaeological  site  forms  and  a  literature  review  of  all 
pertinent  archaeological  reports  and  manuscripts  on  file  at  the  Maryland  Historic  Trust,  Division 
of  Historic  and  Cultural  Programs,  Department  of  Housing  and  Community  Development,  in 
Crownsville,  Maryland.  The  records  search  was  performed  in  August  1995,  and  sought  to 
identify  any  work  on  the  installation  that  may  have  produced  archaeological  collections. 

Subsequent  telephone  interviews  to  potential  collections  repositories  ascertained  whether 
the  materials  were  present  and  the  range  of  objects  in  each  collection.  Once  the  collections  were 
located  and  assessed,  MCX  personnel  identified  federally  recognized  Native  American  tribes  that 
are  likely  to  be  culturally  affiliated  with  the  materials  in  the  collections.  Draft  Section  6 
Summary  letters  are  enclosed  for  each  of  these  tribes  (Appendix  I),  as  well  as  a  listing  of  each 
current  tribal  chairperson  (Appendix  II). 
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RESEARCH  RESULTS 


ARCHAEOLOGICAL  INVESTIGATIONS  AT 
ABERDEEN  PROVING  GROUND 

The  archaeological  investigation  of  Aberdeen  Proving  Ground  is  reported  to  have  begun  in  the 
1920s  with  artifact  collection  by  private  investigators/collectors.  The  professional  archaeological 
investigation  of  the  installation  began  in  the  1970s  with  work  conducted  by  the  Maryland 
Geological  Survey  and  has  continued  until  the  present.  In  total,  six  groups  have  performed 
professional  archaeological  investigations  at  Aberdeen  Proving  Ground.  These  are;

Thunderbird  Research  Corporation,  Front  Royal,  Virginia, 

U.S.  Army  Corps  of  Engineers,  Baltimore  District,  Baltimore,  Maryland,  and 
Steve  Wilke  and  Gail  Thompson,  private  investigators  sponsored  by  the  State  of 
Maryland  Coastal  Zone  Management  Program. 

Only  the  investigations  of  the  Maryland  Geological  Survey,  R.  Christopher  Goodwin  & 
Associates,  and  various  private  investigators/collectors  are  believed  to  have  produced  artifact 
collections.  These  investigations  consisted  of  systematic  surface  surveys  and  test  excavations  to 
mitigate  adverse  effects  on  sites  where  necessary  for  the  installation's  mission. 


SUMMARY  OF  ARCHAEOLOGICAL  COLLECTIONS 

Archaeological  collections  for  Aberdeen  Proving  Ground  totaling  approximately  33  of 
artifacts  and  1 .9  linear  feet  of  associated  documentation  have  been  reported  by  the  installation, 
repositories,  and  investigating  agencies.  The  prehistoric  period  artifacts  reported  include  stone 
tools,  ceramics,  and  faunal  remains.  The  historic  period  materials  reported  include  ceramics, 
glass,  metal,  gim  flints,  tobacco  pipes,  and  architectural  debris. 
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As  of  the  date  of  this  report,  the  artifacts  are  believed  to  be  located  in  the  following  five 
repositories:

The  Hartford  County  Chapter  of  the  Maryland  Historical  Society  houses  an  undetermined 
volume  of  artifacts  that  were  collected  from  archaeological  sites  on  Aberdeen  Proving  Ground. 
These  artifacts  are  part  of  a  larger  collection  donated  by  the  heirs  of  the  estate  of  Paul  Cresthull, 
private  collector.  At  present,  it  is  unclear  exactly  which  of  the  artifacts  in  the  Cresthull  collection 
were  taken  from  property  owned  by  Aberdeen  Proving  Ground.  Prehistoric  artifacts  in  the 
Cresthull  collection  include  flaked  stone  tools,  ceramics,  and  faunal  remains.  A  handwritten 
note,  dated  12  January  1973  and  attached  to  the  state  site  file  record,  indicates  that  human 
skeletal  remains  might  have  been  present  at  site  18HA1,  but  it  is  unclear  if  these  remains  were 
collected  or  simply  observed  by  Cresthull.  Skeletal  material,  described  in  the  site  file  record  as 
“pieces  and  fragments,”  was  recovered  by  Cresthull  from  site  18HA14.  The  MCX  is  scheduled 
to  investigate  these  reports  of  skeletal  remains  during  1996  for  further  clarification  of  the 
Cresthull  collection. 

The  Maryland  Historical  Trust,  Crownsville,  Maryland,  houses  approximately  1.2  ft^  of 
material  from  one  archaeological  site  on  Aberdeen  Proving  Ground.  According  to  information 
provided  by  the  Maryland  Historical  Trust,  these  materials  have  not  been  assigned  accession 
numbers,  but,  rather,  are  identified  in  the  repository  by  site  number  and  as  catalog  lot  numbers 
1-22,  control  box  #2017.  The  collection  contains  materials  from  both  the  prehistoric  and  historic 
time  periods.  The  prehistoric  site  component  is  described  as  a  lithic  scatter  from  which  flaked 
stone  materials  were  recovered.  The  historic  period  component  is  described  as  a  19th  through 
20th  Centuries  domestic  site  and  materials  recovered  include  glass,  brick,  metal,  and  ceramics. 

No  prehistoric  or  historic  period  human  remains  are  included  among  collection  materials. 
Maryland  Historical  Trust  has  approximately  3  linear  inches  of  reports  related  to  archaeological 
work  conducted  at  Aberdeen  Proving  Ground. 
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R.  Christopher  Goodwin  &  Associates,  Frederick,  Maryland,  houses  approximately  20  fP 
of  artifactual  material  and  approximately  four  linear  inches  of  documentation  from  four 
archaeological  sites  on  Aberdeen  Proving  Ground.  These  materials  have  not  been  given 
accession  numbers,  but,  rather,  are  identified  in  the  repository  as  APH30.  The  collection 
contains  shells  and  shell  fragments  from  a  prehistoric  midden  site.  No  human  remains  are 
included  among  the  collection  materials. 

The  Department  of  Health,  Safety  and  Environment  (DSHE),  Aberdeen  Proving  Ground, 
Maryland,  houses  approximately  1 1 .8  ft*  of  material  from  nine  archaeologiceil  sites  on  Aberdeen 
Proving  Ground.  Accession  numbers,  or  other  repository  identification  information  for  these 
materials,  were  not  available  from  DSHE.  The  collection  contains  materials  from  both  the 
prehistoric  auid  historic  time  periods.  The  prehistoric  materials  in  this  collection  include  stone 
tools,  flaked  stone  debris,  and  ceramics.  The  historic  period  materials  date  from  the  19th  and 
20th  Centuries  and  include  glass,  brick,  metal,  ceramics,  and  structural  debris.  No  prehistoric  or 
historic  period  human  remains  are  included  in  these  collections.  Approximately  1.2  linear  feet  of 
documentation  is  included  with  the  artifact  collection. 

The  attached  Summary  of  Current  Locations  of  Archaeological  Collections  from 
Aberdeen  Proving  Ground  (Appendix  III)  provides  detailed  information  about  each  collection 
derived  as  a  result  of  archaeological  investigations  at  the  installation.  A  collection  consists  of  all 
of  the  materials,  artifacts  and  associated  documentation  (e.g.,  field  notes,  maps,  photos,  data 
analyses,  correspondence),  produced  as  a  result  of  an  archaeological  investigafion  or  project  at  a 
single  site  or  multiple  sites.  In  some  cases,  the  same  archaeological  site  may  have  been 
investigated  by  various  individuals  or  organizations.  Depending  on  where  the  resulting 
collections  are  curated,  they  may  be  stored  and  identified  as  separate  collections  or  separate 
components  of  a  single  collection.  In  cases  where  the  artifacts  and  records  have  become 
separated,  we  list  the  records  collections  repository  as  well. 

Every  attempt  has  been  made  to  locate  all  collections  cited  on  available  archaeological 
site  records  or  in  published  and  unpublished  references  to  archaeological  investigations  on  the 
installation. 

Collections  at  the  Smithsonian  Institution 

An  undetermined  quantity  of  artifact  material  is  also  believed  to  be  housed  at  the  Smithsonian 
Institution,  Washington,  D.C.  This  material,  identified  as  the  Richard  Steams  Collection  in  the 
Maryland  State  Archaeological  Site  File  Records,  is  reported  by  the  same  source  to  have  been 
accessioned  by  the  U.S.  National  Musevun,  Division  of  Archaeology,  as  accession  number 
191329.  The  Smithsonian  Institution  has  indicated  that  it  shall  be  responsible  for  all  NAGPRA 
reporting  and  inventory  of  its  archaeological  collections,  and  at  present,  both  the  quantity  and 
types  of  materials  contained  in  the  Richard  Steams  collection  are  undetermined. 
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NAGPRA-Related  Items 


Notations  attached  to  the  site  file  records  at  the  Maryland  Historic  Trust  indicate  the  possibility 
that  skeletal  remains  were  observed  and/or  collected  by  Paul  Cresthull,  private  collector,  during 
his  investigations  of  site  18HA1  and  18HA14  on  Aberdeen  Proving  Ground.  However,  the 
collection  of  skeletal  remains  from  these  sites  has  not  yet  been  verified,  and  an  investigation  into 
this  matter  has  been  scheduled  for  1996. 

No  associated/unassociated  funerary  objects,  sacred  objects,  or  objects  of  cultural 
patrimony  were  identified  during  the  review  of  the  archaeological  site  records,  literature  or 
telephone  interviews  for  Aberdeen  Proving  Ground.  The  final  determination  of  these  objects, 
may  be  established  upon  further  consultation  with  culturally  affiliated  Native  American  tribes 
according  to  the  definitions  and  restrictions  specified  in  NAGPRA. 


REFERENCES  TO  ARCHAEOLOGICAL  INVESTIGATIONS 

Two  sets  of  references  regarding  archaeological  work  conducted  on  Aberdeen  Proving  Ground 
are  attached:  Appendix  IV  contains  the  list  of  references  reviewed  by  the  MCX  during  its 
archival  research;  and  Appendix  V  is  the  list  of  references  contained  in  the  National 
Archeological  Data  Base  (NADB). 


NATIVE  AMERICAN  TRIBES  ASSOCIATED  WITH 
ABERDEEN  PROVING  GROUND 

The  cultural  affiliation  for  the  artifacts  collected  fi'om  Aberdeen  Proving  Groimd  was  not  stated 
in  the  reports  or  site  files,  however  there  is  ethnographic  and  archaeological  evidence  of 
prehistoric  and  historic  Native  American  occupation  of  the  area. 

The  Conoy  are  believed  to  have  been  the  aboriginal  tribe  that  inhabited  the  western  shore 
of  the  Chesapeake  Bay  between  the  Potomac  and  the  Susquehaima  Rivers  (Feest  1978:240).  No 
longer  an  identifiable  tribal  entity,  the  Conoy  are  believed  to  have  splintered  into  several  groups 
by  the  mid-1700s  and,  ultimately,  to  have  been  absorbed  among  the  Six  Nations  of  the  Iroquois 
and  among  the  Delaware,  as  a  result  of  the  northward  and  westward  migration  of  Native 
American  tribes  out  of  Maryland  to  escape  the  European  invasion  (Feest  1978:246-247). 
Historically,  the  names  Conoy,  Nanticoke,  and  Piscataway  have  been  used  interchangeably  to 
refer  to  Native  Americans  groups  from  Maryland,  regardless  of  actual  tribal  origin  (Weslager 
1983:165). 

By  1700,  the  majority  of  Conoy  had  migrated  out  of  southern  Maryland  and  by  the  mid- 
1700s,  groups  of  Conoy  were  identified  in  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  and  Ohio.  Shortly  after  the

American  Revolution,  some  Conoy,  along  with  a  neighboring  tribe,  the  Nanticoke,  relocated  to 
join  the  Six  Nations  of  the  Iroquois  in  Canada  (Feest  1978:246)  as  subjugated  tribes 
(Witt  1970:94-95). 

Rather  than  moving  north  to  join  the  Six  Nations,  a  small  number  of  Conoy  moved 
westward,  along  with  their  aboriginal  neighbors,  the  Nanticoke,  to  join  the  Delaware.  By  1818, 
Conoy  and  Nanticoke  groups  had  crossed  the  Mississippi  River  to  join  the  Delaware  in  Kansas, 
and,  after  1867,  were  removed  with  the  Delaware  to  Oklahoma  (Feest  1978:246). 

A  third  identifiable  splinter  group  of  the  Conoy  remained  near  their  old  homes  in 
Maryland,  but  since  their  tribe  was  no  longer  officially  present  in  the  state,  they  lost  their  official 
status  as  Indians  and  were  classified  by  the  State  as  “free  Negroes.”  In  order  to  distinguish 
themselves  from  this  non-Indian  group,  in  the  1880s  they  began  to  identify  themselves  as 
“Wesorts.”  Some  of  these  remnant  groups  also  identified  themselves  as  descendants  of  the 
Piscataway,  Mattawoman,  Nangemaick,  or  Sacayo  tribes.  In  1974,  one  group  incorporated  under 
Maryland  State  law  as  the  Piscataway  tribe  (Feest  1978:247). 
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SECTION  6  COMPLIANCE 

P.L.  101-601  (NAGPRA)  requires  that  federal  agencies  engage  in  active  consultation  with  Native 
Americans  of  federally  recognized  tribes  and/or  lineal  descendants  who  may  be  culturally 
affiliated  with  the  archaeological  collections  from  the  installation.  Enclosed  are  draft  NAGPRA 
Section  6  Summary  letters  (Appendix  I)  and  a  list  of  the  tribal  chairpersons  from  the  federally 
recogni2»d  tribes  (Appendix  II)  that  may  be  culturally  affiliated  with  the  collections.  Of  the 
tribes  referenced  above,  only  the  Six  Nations  of  the  Iroquois  and  the  Delaware  are  federally 
recognized. 

Several  groups  with  potential  relevance  to  Aberdeen  Proving  Ground  are  in  various 
stages  of  petitioning  the  federal  government  for  official  recognition  as  Indian  tribes.  The 
Piscataway-Conoy  Confederacy  &  Subtribes,  Inc.  recently  submitted  (20  June  1995),  a  petition 
to  the  Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs;  the  Delawares  of  Idaho  submitted  a  petition  in  1979  but  have  yet 
to  supply  additional  documentation  required  by  the  Bureau  (Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs  1995:5-6). 

Other  groups  have  submitted  letters  of  intent  to  petition:  the  Nanticoke  Indian 
Association  of  Delaware,  the  Nanticoke  Lenni-Lenape  Indians  of  New  Jersey,  the  Accohannock 
Indian  Tribal  Association,  Inc.  of  Maryland,  and  the  Delaware-Muncie  of  Kansas  (Bureau  of 
Indian  Affairs  1995:6-7). 

A  group  entitled  Mimsee-Thames  River  Delaware  from  Colorado  was  denied  federal 
acknowledgment  effective  3  January  1983  (Bureau  of  Indian  Affairs  1995:3). 

Initial  consultation  should  be  conducted  on  a  govemment-to-govemment  basis  with 
federally  recognized  tribes.  Refer  to  P.L.  101-601  (NAGPRA)  for  specifics  on  required  Native 
American  consultation  and  the  legal  definitions  of  items  subject  to  NAGPRA.

I  am  writing  to  inform  you  of  collections  held  by  Aberdeen  Proving  Ground  that  may 
contain  Native  American  cultural  items,  as  defined  by  the  Native  American  Graves  Protection 
and  Repatriation  Act  (NAGPRA),  that  are,  or  are  likely  to  be,  culturally  affiliated  with  the 
[Tribe].  Aberdeen  Proving  Ground  has  documented  these  archaeological  collections  in  a 
Summary  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  6  of  NAGPRA. 

Aberdeen  Proving  Ground  is  responsible  for  collections  that  include  approximately  1.2 
of  artifacts  housed  at  the  Maryland  Historical  Trust,  Crownsville,  Maryland;  approximately  20 
of  artifacts  housed  at  R.  Christopher  Goodwin  &  Associates,  Frederick,  Maryland;  approximately 
1 1.8  of  artifacts  housed  at  the  U.S.  Army  Environmental  Center,  Aberdeen  Proving  Ground, 
Maryland;  an  undetermined  volume  of  artifacts  housed  by  the  Heirtford  County  Chapter  of  the 
Maryland  Historical  Society,  Hartford  County,  Maryland;  and  an  undetermined  volume  of 
artifacts  housed  at  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  Washington,  D.C.  These  archaeological 
collections  were  generated  fi’om  surveys  and/or  excavations  conducted  fi'om  the  1920s  fiirough 
the  present.  The  collections  consist  of  prehistoric  stone  tools,  ceramics,  animal  bone  fragments, 
and  historic  period  materials  such  as  building  materials,  ceramics,  metal,  and  glass,  as  well  as 
associated  documentation  such  as  field  notes,  photographs,  and  correspondence.  According  to 
hand  written  notations  attached  to  the  state  archaeological  site  file  records  reported  by  Paul 
Cresthull,  human  skeletal  remains  were  possibly  identified  at  archaeological  sites  number  18HA1 
and  1 8HA14.  At  present,  however,  it  is  unclear  if  these  materials  were  collected  and  the  matter 
is  scheduled  for  further  examination  during  1 996. 

We  are  notifying  [tribe]  because  some  of  these  materials  were  found  in  the  area  thought 
to  be  part  of  the  territory  occupied  by  the  Conoy  tribe,  possible  ancestors  to  some  members  of 
your  tribe.  In  accordance  with  Section  6  of  NAGPRA,  we  are  inviting  you  to  consult  with  us 
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regarding  these  archaeological  collections.  Upon  your  written  request,  we  will  provide  you 
access  to  review  our  records,  catalogues,  relevant  studies,  or  other  pertinent  data  for  the  purpose 
of  determining  the  geographic  origin,  cultural  affiliation,  and  basic  facts  surrounding  acquisition 
and  accession  of  these  collections. 

Therefore,  by  means  of  this  letter  we  are  also  initiating  consultation  regarding  the 
potential  NAGPRA  Section  5  Inventory.  An  examination  of  the  information  concerning  the 
collection  in  question  is  scheduled  for  1996  to  establish  the  presence  or  absence  of  human 
skeletal  remains.  If  the  [Tribe]  wish  to  comment  on,  or  participate  in,  the  Section  5  Inventory 
investigations,  please  respond  as  soon  as  possible.  We  are  inviting  federally  recognized  tribes  of 
the  Iroquois  and  Delaware  to  participate  in  the  Inventory  investigations  on  behalf  of  possible 
Conoy  descendants  in  their  tribes.

To  facilitate  discussions  between  Aberdeen  Proving  Ground  and  the  [Tribe]  on  these 
matters,  please  forward  the  name  and  method  of  contacting  your  tribal  representative,  traditional 
religious  leader,  or  preferred  NAGPRA  point  of  contact.
